COOLIE EMIGRATION. - 
Now that coolie emigration from Maeao 
is réported to be more than usually brisk 
the attrention_ of the public is again being 
divected to its features. The press of Cli- 
na has, almost without exception, been un- 
animous in denouncing it, but it is a sub- 
ject which will still bear, and in fact re- 
quires, diseussiou, Cue singular feature 
connection with it as now carried on 
under flags other than British must “be 
noted, avd that is the tender, shrinking 
feeling exhibited by those concerned at 
any comments being ‘made or discussion 
being raised upon its merits. We cannot 
reconcile the unmistakeable exhibition of 
this feeling, which has several times oceur- 
red, with the professions of the perfect 
«penness and fairness. which its agents put 
The gues- 
tin, however, resolves itself into very 
simple terms. If all that is aaseited by 
the opponents of the Emigration scheme 


| be true, it is plainly the duty of the press 
‘to join unanimously in denouncing what, 


in that case, is a-disgrace to the agents 
and tu the flags under which they act. If 
on the other hand these allegations be false, 
it is but just that the aspersions cast upon 
he conduct of such agents be cleared up, 
and their good name and humanity vindi 
cated iv the eyes. of both foreigners and 
Chinese. : 


We can easily understand that coolie 
agents shrink from, and in ome cases in- 
diguantly appeal to the Jaw to shield them 
from, such epithets as, ‘‘man_ stealers,” 
kidnappers,” ‘slave traders,” and simi- 
lar terms, the employment of which argues 
more outspokennéss than prudence on the 
part of those who thns apply them.’ But 
we cannot see that a fair and open discus- 
sion of the question—Is the coolio emi- 
uration system properly conducted under 
Britisl, French, Dutch, Spavish and Por- 
tuguese flags ?—~is prejudicial to any who 
are acting, hienestly in the matter, For 
those who are acting dishouestly—if such 
exist—for those who act in defiance of that 
common law of bumanity which should 
govern the actions of all men, we have uo 
sympathy whatever, wud rejoice that a 
thorough ventilation. of this subject would 
exuse them loss and dishonor. To those 


that they are engaged in a lawful business, 
that. no Injustice can be laid to their charge, 
and that their hands areclean, we are 
confident that diseussion will be, or that 
‘jt ought-to be, welcome, 


There is a somewliat confused aud 
j misty notion abroad that the British 
Emigration system isin the main the same 
asthat pursued under other fags. We 
mention that of Great Britain: as being, 
\in spite of some faults, the most openly 
conducted, being under direet government 
suyervisiun, and so far as the public can 
judge, not amenable tu any strictures on 
its honesty or its humanity. In spite of 
all that-has been written about the coolie 
trade, few people seem to be aware that 
no Chinese crimps, go betweens, or agents 
are employed by the British emigration 
agents ty procure coolies for their. ships. 
Exich intending emigrant must come: bim- 
self before the agent, and be examined as 
lto whether he has been influenced by 
others to induce him to leave, China. He 
then remains for four daysat the Emigra- 
tion house, receiving free quarters and 
food, and at the expiration of that time 
he is again asked if bis resolve to emigrate 
is fixed. Should he answer in the affir- 
mative, he signs an- engagement ; if in 
the negative, he walks away, no further 


questions being put to him.’ Now here 
at the very outset we have the fun- 
tdamental difference between the mode 


of obtaining emigrants as. practised by 


Under some of them at feast, Chinese 
coolie brokers a@°e, employed to obtain 
men, and this alone argues an evil in 
their systems to remove which no re~ 
monstrances. can be too strong—no lan- 
i guage too vigorous.

act as crimps, is to assert that which 
though a truth to the ear is a downright 
lie in the fact. There are people, never- 
theless, who thus give the lie to their 
consciences. That they are permitted to 
carry on their hateful business is a 
subject for regret to every, well wisher 
of humanity. 

We have thus pointed out the first 
(and vital) difference between the systems 
pursued under our own and other flags.

THE NEW DOLLARS. - 
Apropos of the remarks we recently made 
respecting the opinion entertained by Chi- 
nese of the-new Hongkong dollars, a pa- 
ragraph in last Japan “Herald” Market 
Report possesses’ ‘peculiar importance. 
“Who,” says the Heruld, “would ever 
have imagined that the mipt in Hongkong 
was established for the purpose of assay-_ 
ing silver and guaranteeing its purity, for 
the sake of the Chinese? Yet, this is the 
account they turn it to; and.-we are as- 
sured. that it pays a Chinaman to buy the 
Hongkong dollar for melting down. into 
Sycee, and that they have already-com- 
meneed applying it to such use.” If this 
be true, there is little to fear as to. the 
oneceptance f the new dollars by the Chi- 
nese. ‘The only niatter of which they have 
any doubt appears. to be the source from 
which they receive them : in other ‘words, 
they avecontent to accept them from the 
‘Government, or any. known mereantile 
house, but object to reecive them from 
other natives, or from individual Europeans 
of whose position or antecedents they know 
nothing. . 

Until the committee now sitting have 
come to some conclusion as to what re- 
“commendations it is advisable to offer for 
the consideration of the government, it is 
perhaps premature to urge that any com- 
pulsory steps be trken towards replacing 
with the new coin the abominable Jumps. 
of silver which, under the name of Mex- 
icans, are at the present moment a daily 
trouble and vexation to those who are ¢ m- 
pelled to make and receive small payments 
in person to and from. the Chinese. One 
step, however, might be taken pending 
any decision arrived at by the committee— 
that of proclaiming to the Chinese that: it 
is a penal offence to chop or deface the 
coin. Asa vorrespondeut kindly pointed 
out to us some days since, an ordinance, 
(No. 10 of 1865,) provides for this, but it 
may safely be assumed that nine tenths of 
the Chinese merchants, shopkeepers, and 
shroffs are ignorant of this. fact, and a re- 
minder would bave a most beneficial effects

The return 
shews, that during the time it has been 
established 1061 Boys, Cooks, Grooms and 
Coolies have been registered.

fully received. He finally returned home 
carrying some Christian books with him. 

He appeared at Tientsin again, after se- 
veral weeks, with a letter signed by a num- 
ber of his neighoours and friends who had 
become duply interested in the beoks he 
had taken home, and in the statements he 
made relating to what he had previonsly 
learned at Tientsin, The letter contained 
é request for a native christian to go to 
Lou Ling -und. explain the books more 

‘fully. It'stated also thatthere was a con- 
siderable number who were very desirous 
of receiving instruction and that the in- 
terest was widening. 

In adcordance with this request, the me- 
thodist! mission sent back with the old gen- 
tlemen a supply. of books and one of their 
native assistants. The latter was absent 
about a month, aud on his return he gaye 


very interesting and wonderful details of 
the scrious\gad, profornd attachment of 
a vomparatively treg mber of the new 


truths, the ‘glad tidings.” -Soon after- 
wards two colporteurs were sént- to Lou 
Ling who sp-nt a month there, distribut- 
ing books and giving instruction, Tey 
confirmed on tliir return previous accounts, 


and bore an invitation for some foreign 


missionary to go and administer bapiisin to 
thogze who on examination should be judg- 
ed prepared for it. But as one of the two 
members of the methodist mission was then 
absent at Shanghai. it was not at all con- 
venient for the other member to leave Tien- 
tsin for the necessary time. A native 
preacher and his wile, were sent instead of 
a foreign missionary. . 

On the 4th of September, one of the mis- 
sionaries started for the place. In nine or 
ten days he sent. back to his associate in- 
telligence of such interesting and-encourag- 
ing nature, more than confirming the pre- 
vious statements made by the Chinese, that 
the Idtter started for Lou Ling, to assist in 
the work of examining and baptism. They 
both returned on the 29th uitimo. 

Iwill briefly state some items of inter- 
est they have made known. 

They have baptised ‘after a very careful 
and prayerful examination 45 persons, of 
whom 18 are women and 27 are men. There 
are several tens’ more, a good proportion of 
whom are females, who desire baptism, ‘Mhe

The native helper, 
missionaries had arrived, one-Salbath re- 
marked publicly ou the duty of destroying 
every idol and instrument of idolatrous and 
superstition..

. idolatrous worship, and burned them up in 
the presence of the native helper. : 

The Sabbath seems to be observed with 

considerable prupriety and strictness in re- 
gard to some things. For example, the Chi- 
nise Christians of their owa accord have 
made a rule which is-carefully observed, 
that among those who. meet’ together for 
_worship, and with thuse who remain dur- 
ing the intermission on the Sabbath, pre- 
paring and eating their refreshments, there 
shall be no secular topie introduced and 
discussed, uothiug ‘relating to cultivating 
the soil, or gatheriug the crops éo. ‘The 
village and the country around it being in- 
habited chiefly by farmers, and those who 
attend the meetings beiny themselves far- 
mers, or. laboring on farms, this rule, it is 
manifest, is a practical one, and shows the 
sincerity and earnesiness of the people. 

_ _ The Christians living in the village go to 
their, work’ on the neighbouring farts, ear- 
ly in the mornings; after breakfast about 9 
o’clock, they assemble at the chapel, for 
singing, reading the scriptures and prayer, 
for half an hour, and then proceed to their 
work again. Inthe evening, aftersupp 
they mevt in the chapel for prayer ke. 
aguin. : 

The women who believe are, as may bein- 
ferred fromthe fac ve heen alrea- 
dy baptised, not nearly as deserved and re- 
tiring, as respectable Chinese females usual 
ly are. 
in the same building with thé men, and 
seen very desirous of hearing the Gospel 
preached themsely The wife of the na- 
tive helper now thtre has had a great and 
salutary influence among the women. Some- 
times 20 or U0 women yi] bring what nee- 
dle and other light work they have to her 
louse, aud sit , While she reads 
the seriptu xplains Bible to thein. 
Several of-them. are ghle to read. 

The Christians -3f sited as prny- 
ing with ferveucy dnd propriety, as engage 
ing in singing bynyns, if.not witha st: 
compliance with tha rules of music, with a 
deal of enjoyment ahd atimation, with the 
spirit, if uut with the understanding. They 


have what cannot be said generally of na- j 


tive church members in China, an affecting 
and profound seuse of their personal sin- 
fulness and unworthiness. Th-y bave an 


ardent desire for the conversion of their 


own families, or neighbours, who are still 
unconverted. This desire manifests itself ; 


They meet for service. oftentimes | 


in their present public prayers, and in ibeir 
daily conversation and conduct. r 

Perhaps I have been too minute and too 
lengthy respecting this religious movement 
in Lou Ling, unprecedented so far as Chi+ 
na is concerned, but I could not conelude to 
leave out any of the facts stated. I leave 
the subject here, requesting the reader to 
remember that the work was commenced 
and carried on'till less than one mouth ago, 
without the presence and ofa foreign mis- 
sionary, and that. previous to last spring 
not one in Lou Ling knew any thing about 
the Bible or the Doctrines of the Biblje as 
explained by Protestant missionaries. 

The future will tell more perfectly than 
we uow kuow the real nature and extent of 
the work. It appears to be au extensive 
and genuine turning from Idolatry to the 
worship of the true God. —Very sincerely dre.

THE ‘“\NEPAUL” IN A TYPHOON.

LOSS OF THE “SURPRISE.” 
Worth China Daily News.)

FRENCH: SHIPS. FIRED INTO—AN AMERICAN 
ScHooneR DESTRLUYED BY FIR, AND 
REPORTED MURDER oF Chew AND Pas- 
SENGERS. 


> The North China Daily News of Oct. 12, 
contains the following coymuunication from 
a correspondent at Chefoo :—*‘ The Freneli 
admiral returned from.Coreu a few days 
ago. The exploring squadron having reach-~ 
ed the Bay of Prince Jerome, the Corean 
pilot on -board. pointed out the month of 
the river leading to the capital, The gun: 
boat: Dermdéde commanded by Lieut. Richy 
was immediately ordered off to sound, and 
if pussible to_reach the town of Kang Hoa; 
about one third of the way up ‘to the capi+ | 
tal.’ Phe ganhoat ascended the river against 
# cltrrent riuning five miles an lour, and 
found it: practicuble as far, as Kang Hoa, 
and the Connnander having inade drawings 
of the Island on v hich this town is situated, 
and also’.a-plin of the viver, returned to 
the Admiral. The next day the Admiral 
owbarked on board the Derowléde, and in 
company with the Zurdiyf made his way. up 
to Kang Hoa. It appears that the steamer 
liad Jately reached this place by

| over to four different persons. One of these 
guve us mats to sleepon; the others con- 
ducted us to a goal or a sort of a cage, 
where there were about a thousand crimi- 
nals confined, Seeing and smelling the 
filthiness of the place, we determined not to 
reuain in it unless compelled toe do so I 
‘rushed ainong them, gained the outside of 
the prison and afterwards the outside of the 
walls, and was soon with the Frenchman, 
ut only a few moments before the autho- 
rities arrived to apprehend us. The French- 
man refused to let us go until a proper 
place was provided for us and proper food.

The.float is composed 
of large bainboos, lashed into.a bundle 
some two or threw feet i diameter and seve- 
ral hundred feet in length, and is so anchor- 
ed as to rise aud fall with the variations of 
the water or with the tide. Betweén the 
float and the shore, rows of poles, ranged at 
right |angles with the float and at con- 
venient intervals, are set wp and secured 
in position by stays and anchors against 
thé current, From these, small baskets 
are suspended by ropes and allawed to 
float or drag on the surface of the water 
with the mouths up stream, thus consti- 
tuting the net iuto which the eggs are 
driftell.

To carry earthen jars or 
wooden buckets of sufficient capacity would 
be too laborious ; so. bamboo baskets are 
used. The lining of these vessels must be 
water proof ; but any: preparation. contain- 
ing oil would destroy the fish ; another ma- 
terial must.then be sought, and itis found 
in fresh buffalo chips. ‘The baskets are 
thoroughly coated inside with this bovine 
composition, which, when allowed to dry, 
is at once impervions to and insoluble in 
water, is very light and quite durable,

Tf we peep over that great dyke, we find 
the villagers engaged in-the cultivation of 
rice, the lotus, and taro and such other ve- 
getables and tubers as abound in Chinese 
imarkets, whilst on this side they are cater- 
ing to the weakness of the palate for some- 
thing to help along the substantials of their 
neighbors, ‘Here are corrals for geese—what 
would a Chinese jollification be without 
roast goose }—thousands of them are being 
reared for market on the gentle sy slopes 
of the dyke near Wing On Hai YB. 
One or two gooseherds and a dog or two 
attend each flock, which they have certain- 
‘ly brought into a fair state of discipline. 
Tt may be eveuing; and then one herdsman 
is seen near the corral emptying quantities. 
of light-grained “paddy on the ground, 
while the geese are being driven up by the 
other for their evening meal, previous ‘to 
entering the inclosure for the night—bun- 
dles of fresh-cut grass being here supplied 
tu keep then from becuming too obstrepe- 
rous before morning. The walls of the cor- 
ral are about two feet high, and composed 
of very open bamboo hurdles held in place 
by cross-sticks stuck in the mud, a portion 
of shallow water is inclosed for the benefit 
of the geese, and at or near the opposite end 
acommou bainboo boat awning is, erected 
in the ground for the keeper, allowing him 
room enough to sit. erect or to lie down 
under cover. Here he keeps guard and, 
we trust, enjoys sound and refreshing slum- 
ber in the midst of his noisy dnd malodo- 
rous charge. ne 

Many devices too are to be seen, for 
taking fish from. the river, the mndst com- 
mon being the inverted bent lever. dip-net. 
The most singular management of this lat- 
ter (on a small scale) which we saw, was 
that of two persons in a.small boat pushed 
by one of them with two oars,.while the 
other, with the fulerum of his lever resting 
on the bow, conducted the dipping opera- 
tion. A small swab of cotton yarn tied to 
a short piece of fir root or other light ma- 
terial was dipped in a thin flour paste and 
thrown forward-into the water some fifteen 
feet in front of the boat. The latter was 
then gently pushed up to it, until the low- 
ered vet was brought quite underneath, 
when by a sudden hoist, the tish—mostly 
sinall, sometimes large—were taken in the 
act of enjoying the bait. . This operation 
was continually repeated, and, in the course 
of a day, it is sai that from fifteen to twen- 
ty catties of fish are taken by one boat. 

By this time we have arrived at Wang 


ch’é az HG BE Fi]. Not being visible 
fromthe river, we could only conclude that 
the official buildings, or ‘yamun of . the 
squire, must be in a condition similar to 
all of the same class to be seen elsewhiere— 
making remarkable advances towards a 
state of utter ruin. . A creek of medium 
size enters the river at this point, and at 
its mouth we saw several boats loading and 
unloading large bales of tobacco leaf, which 
is grown to some extent in this section. 
The greater. portion, however, of the in- 
terial trade in this article comes down by 
the North river from the Northerh part of

Particularly were they ac- 
eustomed to require the people to furnish 
several ten-fold more than the lawful 
tribute from the inkstone quarries, which 
are regarded as the best in the Empire. 
The surplus thus acquired was secretly dis- 
tributed among the higher officers at the 
court, in order to secure special favor... He 
at once put'a stop to the practice, and would 
allow no more tribute to be levied than was 
actually sent up tothe Emperor. In this 
one respect he was so strict that he did not 
away a single stone. for himself when 
he left. Now tradition amplifies the idea 
and says, that of the many testimonials of 
gratitude and respect offered him by the 
people when he left, he. only accepted an 
inkstene, lest there should seem to be éven 
the shadow of bribery or corruption. charge- 
able against him. When he arrived at the 
above mentioned point in the river on his 
voyage down, a violynt storm arose, which 
threatened to overwhelm the boat.. Tle 
inkstone became a burden to his conscience, 
and Jonah-like was hove into the stream ; 
whereupon the storm immediatoly ceased 
and an island rose up. Another form of 
the legend is, that in the midst of the storm 
he fell into a passion, upbraided the Gods 
of the country for thus rewerding a man 
who had eudeavoured to do his duty, and 
then cast away the stune, the act being fol-’ 
lowed by the above ‘result. _ If either of 
these were true, it surely might be said that 
this was one of the most productive ink- 
stones in China. A third legend, however, 
says that after he set sail (having accepted 
no presents) it occurred to him to look over | 
the baggage of his family, lest their honesty | 
might not have been beyond temptation.
